Dear Ms. O’Donnell: 

On September 27,2005, Covad requested recognition of a decision of the Main Public 
Utilities Commission. To ensure a clear record, BellSouth requests that the Comrnission note 
that Verizon has sought a preliminary injunction in the 1J.S. District Court - Maine of the 
September 13,2005, Maine Order. A copy of the TJS. District Court Civil Docket Sheet is 
attached. 

In addition, BellSouth requests official recognition of the FCC’s recent Report and 
Order, released September 23,2005, in FCC dockets 02-33,01-337,95-20, 98-10,04-242,05- 
27 1. The FCC’s decision is available online at h t tp : / /www.fcc~.  In describing how CLECs 
provide DSL services, the FCC explained that CLECs “provide these services using their own 
facilities in combination with UNEs leased from incumbent LECs pursuant to section 25 l(c)(3) 
of the Act.” The FCC also explained that it “established a three-year transition after which any 
new customer must be senred through a line splitting arrangement, through use of the stand-alone 
copper loop, or through an arrangement that a competitive LEC has negotiated with the 
incumbent LEC to replace line sharing.” See n. 157 (emphasis supplied). The FCC made no 
mention of a Section 271 line sharing arrangement; stating instead that line sharing “allowed a 
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competitive carrier to provide DSL service over the high-frequency portion of the same 
loop that the incumbent LEC uses to provide voice sharing.” Id., (emphasis supplied).
